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THE PACIFIC COAST CHAMPIONS 
By M. S. Prescott. 

Any westerner will tell you that 
there is no place like the. West. Al- 
lowing for a certain degree of per- 
sonal bias in this declaration we still 
must admit that from a _ Holstein- 
Friesian standpoint as well as along 
purely agricultural lines, the West is 
making good. This article will con 
fine its scope to that particular por 
tion of the West that lies beyond the 
Rockies.

Meat We read from an exchange 
Shortage. that the meat packers 

have raised a fund of half 
a million dollars to “educate” the 
farmer to raise beef cattle and charge 
that the shortage of meat is due to 
the growth of the dairy industry. 
Judged by the endless train of 
thoughts to which -the above state- 
ment gives rise, it is a stupendous 
one. Considering the age of the beef 
cattle industry in England, Europe 
and this country and considering that 
our great plains region from Texas 
to Montana have been the home of 
beef cattle from its earliest settlement 
and that their is no region on the 
face of the earth more suited to the 
beef cattle industry, isn’t it a bit 
peculiar that at this day there should 
be talk of educating the farmer to 
raise beef cattle. And again, isn’t 
it a bit peculiar that the increase of 

















the dairy cow, herself a pretty good 
meat article, should be the cause of 
the shortage of meat. Our notion 
would be that perhaps it doesn’t any 
longer pay to raise beef cattle consid- 
ering that the commission merchants, 
packers and retail dealers secure for 
themselves the lion’s share of the 
profits. Now the packers propose to 
to donate a mite of their great 
wealth to “educate” the farmers to 
continue this one-sided game of 
“heads I .win, tails you lose.” In- 
deed, a remarkable educational cam- 
paign. All we have got to say to the 
packers is that the dairy business 
does not propose to back up but will 
forge ahead as hard as ever and we 
suggest that they start plans now 
to change their packing houses into 
creameries and cheese factories if 
they want to continue in business.

Testing for cult task to determine 
Production. the importance of the 
part which testing plays 

in the dairy industry of this coun- 
try. It is no less than a certainty, 
that without the introduction of tne 
Babcock tester and the advanced reg- 
istry systems of the various dairy 
breeds, the pure-bred business of 
this country would be almost a negli- 
gible factor to-day. Instead, how- 
ever, the remarkable development and 
immense productions of pure-bred 
animals holds the respectful attention 
of everybody and testing has done it. 
The scientific breeding has, of course, 
played its part but it has been di- 
rectly dependent upon test records. 
Without them the scientific breeder 
would be greatly handicapped and 
his progress would necessarily be 
much slower. It is perfectly safe to 
say that without the line of tested 
ancestry to serve as guide posts, there 
would be no forty-pound cows to-day, 
perhaps no thirty-five pounds ones. 
We cannot help but wonder what 
price the five-year-old cow, Ivy Orms- 
by De Kol (19.39 Ibs. at 4 years), 
sold in the Lake Mills Sale, would 
have brought had she had no record. 
We can well expect a 19-lb. four- 
year-old to make 25 lbs. at six or 
seven years old. Knowing her to be 
in good physical condition, her record 
forms a definite basis for determin- 
ing her value. Take any cow of good 
breeding and put a 25-lb. record on 
her and you can count the increase 
in her value in hundreds of dollars. 
Yet, in spite of all the evidence and 
argument that we could put forth 
to prove that the great success and 
prosperity of the pure-bred dairy in- 
dustry of this country has been 








brought about by testing; in spite 
of all we could say concerning the 
immediate increase in value, which 
an A. R. O. record gives to an ani- 
mal, we are certain that hundreds of 
animals with from twelve to thirty- 
pound capacity will go untested this 
winter. We are more certain that 
thousands of pure-bred and grade 
animals will be fed all winter with- 
out the farmer keeping any private ° 
records for determining the worth of 
the animal and possibly her right to 
a place in the herd. This lack of 
testing constitutes an annual loss of 
thousands of dollars. Let every 
breeder determine if he is losing 
money by not testing his cows and 
the way to find out is by testing. 
Testing is the power that keeps the 
dairy business under motion and the 
lack of it is the brake that retards 
the wheels of progress. Get off the 
brake and fire up.

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THE EIGHTH NATIONAL DAIRY 
SHOW 
By J. H. Murphy. 

It is estimated that at the present 
time in the United States there are 
fourteen million cows that are not 
paying their way, and acoerding to 
the W. E. Skinner, general manager 
of the National Dairy Show, one of 
its main purposes is to aid in the 
elimination of these unprofitable cows 
from the herds of the United States, 
Dairying receives the attention of a 
majority of the farmers of the coun- 
try and, thereby, is it possible for it 
to be represented by an exhibition 
superior to that of any other branch 
of agriculture. In this, the manage. 
ment of the Eighth National Dairy 
Show succeeded exceptionally well. 
This year 651 head of pure bred dai- 
ry cattle, from the best herds in the 
United States, made an exhibit su- 
verior to anything that has ever be- 
fore been staged. Of thése 176 head 
were Holstein-Friesians, among them 
being several of the greatest show 
herds of the breed. Keen competi- 
tion throughout the state fair cir- 
cuits, and the excellence of previous 
exhibits had discouraged practically 
all breeders inclined to show inferior 
stock from appearing in the compe- 
tition.. Consequently the animals 
shown were all of superior individual 
erit, and competition throughout 
was very keen. 

The program as carried out enti- 
tled the Show to a high place as an 
educational institution. Co-operation 
between the various branches of the 
dairy industry and a lack of any feel- 
ing of enmity on the part of its sup- 
rorters were large factors in making 
this year’s exposition so successful.

Acres of floor space in the vast pa- 
vilion were devoted to exhibits of 
every kind and type of labor-saving 
dairy machinery. These exhibits were 
particularly strong in machinery in- 
tended to promote cleanliness and 
efficiency in the handling of milk on 
the farm. The practicability of the 
milking machine, and its adaptability 
to herds of from twenty-five cows 
up was demonstrated beyond a doubt. 
The vast demand for certified milk 
brought out a number of bottle-filling 
and capping machines, that were ex- 
traordinary in the efficient work they 
accomplished. 

In no way could the value of grad- 
ing up farm herds have been more 
clearly demonstrated, than by the 
small exhibit put on by the United 
States Department of 





Agriculture. | 


{A herd of nine ordinary scrub and 


grade farm cows, all of which had 
freshened during the past few weeks, 
were fed and milked during the ten 
days of the show, and the value of 
the feed they consumed, and the milk 
they produced was computed daily. 
A grade Holstein-Friesian seven- 
eighths pure, made a daily profit of 
fifty cents above the cost of feed 
throughout the Show, while the poor- 
est cow in the herd, a scrub, was fed 
at a daily loss of eight cents. Vis- 
iting farmers declared after seeing 
these results that the most valuable 
addition they could make to their 
scrub herd, would be.a good Holstein- 
Friesian bull. 

Every disease as it is related to 
the dairy industry occupied an im- 
portant place on the educational pro- 
gram.

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tuberculosis, as it exists in the dairy 
cow, and in the human was pointed 
out by Dr. Park, and his view that 
the only way to guard the health of 
humans, particularly babies, from 
this vast source of infection is to ap- 
ply the tuberculin test frequently, and 
remove all infected animals, follow- 
ing this with a thorough disinfection. 
Cleanliness and disinfection of sta- 
bles and utensils was heartily advo- 
cated, and it was shown that ap- 
proved methods are in the end far 
more economical than the slipshod 
ones so often followed. 


A stride forward in the: manage- 
ment of the Dairy Show was made, 
when the directors and others mter- 
ested, organized during the week 
what is to be known as the “Council 
of the National Dairy Show.” It 
embodies the interest of every class 
including the producer, consumer and 
the manufacturer, and unless the Na- 
tional Dairy Show can in the future 
as in the past, promote the interests 
and welfare of all these branches of 
the industry, its policy and success 
must be one-sided, and not entirely 
satisfactory. Dr. H. B. Favill, noted 
Holstein-Friesian breeder of Lake 
Mills, Wis., was elected president of 
the council, F. J. Mec Nigh, vice- 
president, and W. E. Skinner, secre- 
tary and general manager. 

While the four leading dairy breed 
associations had booths in one corner 
of the vast amphitheater, none were 
the center of greater interest, nor 
elicited more inquiries than that 
maintained by the American Holstein- 
Friesian Association. Judging 'from 
the vast amount of information 
sought concerning this great breed, 
it would seem, that it is still in the 
infancy of its expansion, and it is 
looked to by the farmer as the ideal 
type for him to grade up with, in or- 
der to make his high-priced land pay 
dividends. 


Ward W. Stevens, the noted New 
York breeder, and famous because of 
his connection with the Stevens Bros. 
Co. of Liverpool, N. Y., who has de. 
veloped and own a number of World’s 
record and other individuals, repre- 
senting the choicest families and 
breeding lines of the breed, judged 
the extellent showing of Holstein- 
Friesians, and throughout the two 
days of placing his decisions found 
popular favor with breeders at the 
ringside. He is an admirer of large 
symmetrical animals, and those of his 
choice combined ruggedness, size and 
other promise of developing into effi- 
cient dairy machines. In order to get

competitors that were noted winners 
on the state fair circuits, and which 
had considerable individual merit. 

Although several eastern exhibitors 
who in previous years have been 
strong contenders for championship 
honors did not show this year, the 
quality of the exhibit could not be 
said to have in any way depreciated 
One breeder expressed the view that 
«as time goes on the breed is improv- 
ing in quality arid many of the un- 
desirable features are disappearing. 
The cattle shown were remearkably 
smooth, with good straight rumps, 
large, well-placed udders and a gen- 
eral symmetry of body. While those 
who are in a position to know, say 
that the refined dairy types are splen- 
did for good dairymen and cattle fan- 
ciers, the Holstein-Friesian is rapidly 
gaining in popularity among that 
class of farmers who aim only to 
grade up their herds in order to more 
completely supply the wholesale milk 
market, and increase the profits and 
production from an ordinary “scrub” 
herd. Perhaps no one breed on this 
continent is better suited to that pur- 
pose than the Holstein-Friesian. 

R. E. Haeger of Algonquin, IIl., 
took senior and grand championship 
on his aged bull, Paul Calamo Korn- 
dyke, which while not as large as a 
bull shown by J. C. Copestake of 
Ames, Ia., was a very neatly turned 
individual, combining great constitu- 
tion with exceptional quality, and 
other prerequisites of a great dairy 
sire. Mr. Haeger also won the grand 
championship on his four-year-old 
cow Crescent Beauty Butter Maid,

industry, the regular reports of the 
secretaries of the various dairy cat- 
tle breeders’ associations are not only 
pleasing, but sometimes surprising as 
well. Week by week and month by 
month these men report the purchase 
of an increasing number of bred-for- 
production animals by Wisconsin 
farmers. In the larger proportion of 
instances, these breeding animals are 
used to establish herds of milk and 
butter-fat producers, or to recruit 
herds already established. The tre- 
mendous increase in the dairy cat- 
tle population of the state and the 
constant effort made to increase the 
production of the herds, is a source 
of great encouragement to those who 
are interested in the development of 
this important industry in the Bad- 
ger State. 

F. L. Houghton, secretary of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, reports the transfers during 
the week ending November 1, of 149 
purebred and registered Holstein- 
Friesians to 108 different farmers 
and dairymen living in 41 different 
counties of the state. 





BREWERS’ GRAINS 


In the process of malting, the bar- 
ley grains are first steeped in large 
cisterns until soft and then placed in 
a thick layer on frames for sprout- 
ing. Lastly the grains are kiln-dried 
and the sprouts removed by sieves 
when we have the malt sprouts and 
the malt. In the final manufacture 
of beer, the soluble portion, sugar 
and dextrin, are extracted from the 
malt and the remaining by-product 
is known as brewers’ wet grains. Im- 
mense quantities of this by-product 
are made at all breweries. 

Due to improper handling of brew- 
ers’ wet grains, such as over feeding 
and allowing uneaten portions to re. 
main and soak through loose-jointed 
feed boxes beneath the stable floors 
where in summer it becomes putre- 
factive has given rise to some preju- 
dice against this feed in the cow sta- 
ble. However, when fed judiciously 
in conjunction with hay and other 
coarse fodder it is a very good feed 
for milk production and one that is 
comparatively cheap where available. 
A good rule to follow is to have not 
more than one-third of the dry mat- 
ter of the ration composed of the wet 





grains. Preserved in a silo the brew- 
ers’ wet grains make a good substi- 
tute for silage and roots. 

The dried grains are of a very 
chaffy consistency and there is some 
difference of opinion as to their pala- 
tability, though they are generally 
considered a good feed for dairy cows. 
Though a considerable amount of the 
protein goes into the malt sprouts, 
the brewers’ dried grains contain 20 
per cent protein against 23 per cent 
for the sprouts. The malt sprouts 
are quite unpalatable and must be 
soaked before feeding. The dried 
grains, also, are improved by soaking. 
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Pigs fed bone meal or hard-wood 
ashes require less corn for fattening.

Cows can be maintained during the 
winter on a daily ration of three 
quarts of corn meal and a little water 
with no other feed. Corn is the only 
single grain ration upon which ani- 
mals can be maintained in good con- 
dition. It is likewise the most palat- 
able of the grains.

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INFLUENCE OF EXERCISE ON 
MILK FLOW 
Moderate exercise is good for the 
health of milch cows and therefore 
for the milk flow. It does not hurt 
the cows if they are employed for 





light work, but on the contrary, it 
benefits them, provided the feed is 
suitably apportioned. After light 
work, such as hauling feed or slow 
driving for some miles, the milk flow 
was slightly less in quantity, but the 
solids so much greater that a higher 
yield of butter was obtained. Pro- 
tracted work without rest, rapid 
movement and heavy loads so as to 
make the cows perspire, not only di- 
minish the milk yield, but the milk is 
lower in_ solids. Small farmers 
ought to give their cows some employ- 
ment. Healthier cows have a better 
appetite, heat develops better, and 
parturition is easier. If cows are 
properly exercised, beginning at the 
age of two and one-half years, the 
body becomes deeper and broader, the 
muscles stronger, the hoofs harder, 
the whole body is hardier and more 
resistant to disease, always provid- 
ing that they are not overworked and 
that they get abundant food.—Cream- 
ery and Milk Plant Monthly.
